Why do people hunt caves or 
climb a mountain? Surely not to 
get onto the other side, They like 
to explore. They are curious and 
filled with wonder as to what 
lies around the bend or what sur- 
prise is beyond the next rise, This 
inquisitiveness is an element of 
character and intelligence. 

This week Fay, Ruth, and I re- 
newed our memories. of the Green- 
wood Ice Caves, Although we had 
traveled by the path that leads 
to them many times we did not 
follow it to the caves until today. 

We left the car just off the road 
between Locke Milis and Green- 
wood City and walked the Ames 
Road, so called. This road climbs 
and winds and although by the 
signs, trucks had traveled it I real- 
ly wouldn’t recommend it for a 
pleasure car, The enchanting old 
highway has many attractions i 
you sare interested in nature. It was 
a woodland cathedral, a pathway 
of loveliness, where nature’s mood 
was géntle and quiet. We inhaled 
the balmy fragrance; looking at 
a bit of sunshine here, a lacy sha- 
dow there. 

Babbling brooks greeted us along 
the way and I turned back in mem- 
ory to the time I went here with 
the horse and wagon. Back then 
the bridges were better and the 
road though truly rustic, dusty, 
and rough seemed better than to- 
day. We wound our way under 
green arched trees. From the dis- 
tant forest. came the tones of the 
wood thrush solemn and serene. 
He seemed to hanmonize with the 


‘sounds of the forest, the purling 


waters, the whispering breeze, or 
the falling of rain drops in the 
summer forest. With little effort 
he emits his notes, a-olee, rests, 
swells and dies. away; so pure and 
ethereal that I can not describe it. 

The Canadian Mayflowers whit- 
ened the woods while only occa- 
sionally did we see the pink Lady’s 
Slipper. This is a blossom whose 
charm never wanes. It seems to 
be touched with the spirit of the 
great woods and shoild not be 
picked. 

After some over a mile of walk- 
ing we came to an intersection of 
the old county road which con- 
nected Norway to Bethel in by- 
gone years. At the right, partly 
hidden iby ferns and bushes was 
the cellar hole and foundation: of 
the one time “Ames Inn’! This 
was once a stage coach stop be- 
tween the two towns mentioned. 

We now followed the old coun- 
ty road to the left continuing on 
until we came to another road 
which turned to the right. This 
enchanting old “highway” spark- 
led like millions of dew drops, 
because of the many mineral de- 
posits in the area. Up this road 
one can find an old mine pit 
which we refer to as the “Uncle 
Billy Mine”, 

At ithe entrance to this road 
there is a rock with the words 
‘Tee Caves’ on it, Above, in a 
tree pointing to the county road 
there is a red arrow. At the left 
there is another cellar hole, once 
known as the Wentworth Place. 
A very short distance from here 
on the county road is the trail, 
well worn and well marked in 
red, which leads to the right and 
fo the caves, 

Ferns were lush green and num- 
erous. At times the tree branches 
interlaced to hide the sky except 
for a spot of light directly over 
head. 

We encountered a log across the 
trail and sat down to eat our

PUBLIC REMINDED OF 


CORRECT MOPED OPERATION 


With the increase of mopeds on 


Maine roads, the state police re- 
mind motorists and moped drivers 
of correct moped operation. 


“Because of the numerous in- 


quiries received on the operation 
of mopeds within the State, we 
feel the motoring public should be 
reminded of the law regarding the 
safe usé of mopeds,” said Colonel 
Allan H. Weeks, Chief of the 
Maine State Police. ‘ 


Primarily, mopeds are to be op- 


erated the same as bicycles and 
shall be ridden as far as practica- 
bleto the right side of the road- 
way at all times except when mak- 
ing a left turn, 


According to Title 29 (subsec- 


tiotis 1961 throvigh 1963), “No bi- 
cycle or moped shall be used to 
carry more persons at one time 
than the number for which it was 
designed and equipped”. 


State law also states: “Every 


person riding a bicycle or moped 
upon a roadway shall be granted 
all of the rights and shall be sub- 
ject to all of the duties applica- 
ble to the driver of a vehicle. . .” 


The state police chief said to 


Operate a moped, 4 person must 
have a Valid opexator’s license of 
any class (but cannot operate on 
a permit) and the moped must be 
registered and inspected, be driv- 
en single file, and have thé head- 
light on at ali times. :

HAZARDOUS WASTE 
MANAGEMENT PLANS TO BE 
TOPIC OF AUGUSTA WORKSHOP 

The public is expected to zero- 
in on Maine’s developing hazard- 
oug waste management plans at a 
workshop at the Augusta Civic 
Center Monday, June 23, to set the 
state’s environmental priorities for 
the next fiscal year. 

A separate forum for the haz- 
ardous waste issue is scheduled 
this year, It will be headed by 
Stephen W. Groves, acting director 
of the Department of Environ- 
mental Protection's newly created 
Bureau of Oil and Hazardous Ma- 
terials Control. With Groves will 
be Robert Demkowicz, head of the 
Hazardous Waste Section, Bureau 
of Land Quality Control; John 
Krueger, chemist with the Haz- 
ardous Waste Section, and Mare 
Guerin, director of the Division 
of Oi] Conveyance Services, Bu- 
reau of Wiater Quality Control. The 
oil division and the hazardous 
waste section are to be part of the 
new Bureau of Oil and Hazardous 
Materials Control, when reorgani- 
zation ig completed. 

National publicity about hazard- 
ous waste horror stories, coupled 
with hazardous waste episodes at 
Gray, North Berwick and Saco, 
has generated intense public con- 
cern in Maine, according to DEP 
Commissioner Henry E. Warren. 

Gov, Joseph E, Brennan told a 
symposium at the University of 
Maine in Orono last week that the: 
hazardous waste threat compares 
to that posed by industrial and 
municipal pollution to Maine’s 
water and air a decade ago.- 

“The public:is painfully aware 
that this is a Maine problem as 
well as a national one and it wants 
to be assured that everything is 
being done that can be done to 
solve the problem,” Warren said. 

“There is intense concern not 
only about what is going to be 
done with Maine-generated hazard- 
ous wastes but the possibility has 
been and will continue to be the 
dumping grounds for toxie wastes 
from other states,” he declared. 

Other environmental areas ex- 
pected to draw substantial public 
attention at the workshop include 
the acid rain threat to Maine's 
lakes and forests, solid waste dis- 
posal, grounwater protection, air 
quality standards — particularly 
those involved in the transition 
from oil to alternative fuels, waste- 
water treatinent priorities, cumu-: 
lative impact of development on 
all phases of environmental con- 
trol, and Maine’s lake water quali- 
ty monitoring program, 

The Departments of Environ. 
tal Protection and Human Services 
and the U. S, Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency hold the public 
workshops annually to secure max- 
imum public input in determining 
the priorities to be set forth in 
the State-EPA joint agreement for 
FY/81. 

The workshop will start at 10 a, 
m. Monday with opering remarks 
by Commissioner Warren followed 
by individual workshops conducted 
by the Department’s four bureaus, 
Land, Air, Water, and Oil and 
Hazardotis Materials,
